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When SGHELLENBERG gained control of the Hauptamt later on, however, the 
whole system of espionage was altered and placed on a much more efficient 
footing. 

After giving NAUJOCKS these facts, KALTENB RUNNER sent him to SC HELLEtv - 
BERG (an official already well known to him) who, he said, would dis- 
cuss the matter further with him. 

NAUJOCKS accordingly went to SCHELLSNBERG 1 S office in the Berk- 
aerstrasse, where he was introduced by the latter to the well-known 
SKORZENT (head of Amt VI S) who, he was told, would collaborate with 

him 

In all, NAUJOCKS had only two interviews with SKORZENY, the first 
in sr.HET.T.FWB'ERfltN office, and the second in SKORZENY* s own office, 
which was located in the same building in the BERKASRSTRASSE 
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CLaire BONSEN, who 

was still on friendly terms with L \UWERS , urged NAUJOCFJ to intervene 
on his behalf, and JAUJOCKS accordingly used what influence he had 
with SCHELLSNBERG.
